ln:r is increasing every your. Grindohvald is 
u i .\lpiuo village (',,809 f nst above the soa-levo.l. 
I'lio superb Wotlorhoin, tho gii;aiitlo Ki^cr, and 
Iho MottenliorJ!, with Ihoir snowy po-iks, towor 
<ivor (his valley. Tho sja'-iers roach down their 
white fro/.cn stroams to the very village that is 
d'lttoil .'ri.iiit in In-own oh.ilitts over tlin »reen 
mcitdnws. 
The Kaulhorn, Iho littlo Schoidook 


and other ^reeiu-r m'uuitaiiH, withSennor-hnts 
h'-ro-and thoro, hi-ltod with nino 1'orosts, enclose 
Iho place. A miinnlain ton-cut rn.shosskiniiilv 
through th" valloy, a i,i Ih'j thu'.idoi-ons ixvir of 
tho avalaiu-he often ro-oc.hoes there. 1''ar above, 
between tho two trreat glaciers, lios a sou of 
ico which vio.s with tho famous one of Chnmo'.i- 
ny. if wo olinih nutho \vcll-inarkeJ pathway, 
lo tho lower irla -ier, wo can see first a desolate 
stony waste, then blocks of muddy ice. 11 ut 
ovon on tho hare stones, a'irt overhanging tho 
lee, lovely (lowers uro bk^ming; and the blue 
boll .seems to bo ringing all its joy-bolls over ils 
!»ree/y mountain home. For a broc/.o is always 
Mowing there, ns tho (nltcreil fla^ shows, which 
marks the little lint at the gliiHer. Out of 
this hut wo sec a maid issue, who load up steps 
of iec into an ioc grotto,—;in ice palaee. 
Tho 


sun send:! its light through it as through a clear 
Wne sky. Indeed, it is more liko sky than any- 
thing else; only more glittering, more opaline, 
a glancing, da'/./.ling depth of pure a/.uio—inex- 
pressibly beautiful—walls and coiling of bhio 
orystal. At oiri end of the ice saloon sits a 
'•damsel with a dulcimer, and on hor dulcimer 
sho plays." Well bundled up against tho frosty 
chill ofthe, plaeo, sits the thin visagcd spinster, j 
]>iaying on a wide f!a' instrument, whose hnrp-' 
liko chords she touches with little ivory sticks. 
Another maiden sits by her side and botli sing ' 


f the pleasure of Alpine life, of climbing the 
ISigi, and seeing tho chamois bound, and so on, 
Tluf'dainsel with the dulcimer," who has a 
dampness in her voice, informs us that the in- 
strument, i.s two hundred years old, and is 
Billed a "hoch-brett," but we know it as tho 
Alpcn-Olaviur. 
Tho mnsie, with a "jodel" 


chorus, plays us out of the ice-palace. The 
outer air even Mowing ovar Ihc glaciers, and 
seas of ico come as the breath of the wxnn 
south after that. Farther up the snow is more 
unsullied—the glaciers aro more delicate in col- 
oring—and one sees the deep intense blue of 
the "crevasses." . 


The way is ever upward, till the hut we have 


mentioned seems p. toy-house and the Hag a 
plaything. We walk through pine woods, 
and mossy stones and floweis everywhere and 
catch now and then wonderful views of Grin- 
dehviild, with the different lined fields of grain, 
in its green valley looking like embroidered 
squares in .1 carpet; its houses beginning to 
grow small enough to go into boxes" and to be 
carried about for sale—the pine woods looking 
like green shadows on the green of the moun- 
tain. Then over rocky way's we go, with the 
groat grey wall of the Mettcnberg on one side, 
HIM! steep pine-plnm'ed precipice on the other. 
The sun which has IKSCII .following ns nil the 
morning now reaches ns, and we understand 
what is meant by the "shadow of a groat rock 
in a weary land." Dow strong and hisjii above 
ns tlie eternal fist nesses of nature, the grey 
walls scarred by ages, yet drajwd with the vines 
ttnd flowers of to-day? 
Trickling streams 


in shining threads How 
over them; or in 


broader gleaning cimeiits, ioe-cold from their 
liigli home, pure as iV they had not time to lose 
ou their way "the first sweot news of Heaven." 
Far up the Alpine roses glow, and the velvet 
white edelweiss, which loves a perilous home, 
unifies down like stars below; dangerously be- 
yond onr grasp bloom dusters of the mountain 
pink, deep rose color, and fragrant as our gar- 
den ones, and the columbine shakes all its pur. 
pie bells. Pale yellow violets lurk in nooks; 
milk-white blossoms tremble in every wind, 
and tl« great deep blue single beljs swaying on 
then- stems, -eem ro strike the key-note for a 
regiment of little pale blue ones who join the 
chorus. Spikes, of a feathery dim pink flower, 
stand up stiffly among the flatterers, ami 
bunches of fat little orange-buds gleam goldenly 
here and there by the side of tiny purple frin- 
ged blossoms. All tho way up the sea of ice, 
the flowers attend MS, and even there, the Al- 
pine roses bloom on tlio edges, and the bluel 
bell ring* notaefess peals la the wind. 


It teems strange yot cheering, on those 


belgbte to hew the watch-dogs honest bark bay

" deep mouthed welcome, for we know that the 
gaol must be near. Before us towers the iMJiiks 
of tins Vlsuhhorner and the Finster-arhorn, and 
below shines tho frozen waves of the glacier. 
Hut the littlo " aiiburge " whore tho dogkos 
his summer residence, is only tlie beginning of 
tho journey over the sea of ice. That stretches 
before us from glacier to glacier, a polar sea 
whose waves are frozen. It lies there desolate 
and grand encircled 
by 
the snow-covered 


mountain peaks—a world of barren ico, and 
loneliness and silence, save when ambitious 
travellers climb over It by ladders and wake 
the echoes with their laughter, or frightened 
exclamations, as stepping over the crevasses 
they look into the intense blue depths, and see 
the water running below. There is a Chalet on 
the other side built under a loek, and there the 
enterprising owner has brought, for society 
doubtless, a pig nnd some chickens. Think of 
a pig wandering in solitude on the verge of that 
.sea of ice, with never a bit of congenial mud to 
wallow in. No wonder the immensity of na- 
ture oppresses him, and prevents his going to 
i«.ric, OCT Unit tie rim*, largely to legs anil is litlic 
and intellectual looking aniM.hin. 


Tho upper glacier of Grindolwtild i.s bluer and 


more beautiful than (he other. It has its own 
ice-grotto which has no connection whatever 
with tho other establishment. No damsel plays 
there, but tho grotto is larger and consequently 
more lovely, and on the way ;i "gontlo shepherd" 
winds his Alpine horn if yon p;iy for it, and an- 
other person will wake the echoes with a can- 
non for a consideration. But thu Kosenlau, a 
glacier about four hours from Grhidclwnld on 
the way to Meyringcn, is the belle of the Swiss 
glaciers, small but of an exquisite stylo and 
most delicate azure, 


On Sunday at Gniulclwald ono sees the na- 


tional eostumos in fall splendor. Thoy hayo 
not yet been "whistled down the wind "by 
the mighty steam-whistle of progress—the loco- 
motive, and very picturesque thoy look with 
this bii.'kgronnd of mountain and glncior and 
foreground of groon meadow. Tho young girls 
in their long braids, with their da/w.ling white 
.sh'oves which do not go on tho arm, but above 
the others standing out like wings, tho black 
bodico.s over the lucked 'ur! embtoiduivd 
waists, the glittering pins boinleil with (lowers 
of silver filagree and long silver chains fastened 
to tho breast and hanging under tho arms fast- 
ened by^liko pins to the shoulders, behind, tho 
round si raw hats above the braided hair—all 
make u pretty picture. Even Ihe older women 
in their black velvet caps, wllh a fall of black 
lace over the grey hair, might charm an artist. 
Sonic limes n company of carvers on a pleas- 
ure excursion from somo neighboring village 
climb over tho mountains on the .Sabbath, and 
pay its a \ hi!. Thoy bring Itioir musical in- 
struments with them and sit under the trees 
drinkinj, Poor ami 5iiiyiiig to the best mnsic 
they can make. 
Harmlessly jolly they arc, 


pool' fellows—on this thoir only holiday—for 
all (ho wouk thoy sit nt thoir w.oik. 
ISut Sun- 


day is generally deeimtly observed in Switzer- 
land. The stores arc religiously c!o.-iod and 
here ono sees the trim p"tt»aiit.s going by quite 
eaily with their prayer books. 
Wo suppose 


l.hoy are. going to the wretched little church on 
the hill whose tower was last year blown down 
by n strong wind. Tliis little bare church with 
broken windows and a brick floor i.s a .strange 
contrast to those found in the poorest Italian 
(owns, and a bad expression of tho snpciority 
of I'rolostimt Switzerland. Nothing but umnit- 
igatcil ugliness covered by tho .dust of years is 
.seen (here, and tho black-board by tho organ 
informing tho public that this church was built 
to Ihc '• praise, and glory of God" seems a 
mockery. Truly God may be worshipped in 
eaves and deserts, or in the most desolate dens 
ofhiim.'inily. 
But tho pretty homes of the 


Grindolwalrt citizens, which they 1m c ouilt for 
their own comfort arc a standing witness against 
this mi.scrablo neglect.'.d barn-like building 
erected "to tho praise and glory of God.'' 


But if the Church shocks tiro traveller what 


can ono say of the church-yard ? The writer 
of an English guide-book puts it mildly, as Col- 
lows —" Against the church is tho single mon- 
ument of their 'GlodVacreA erected to a stran- 
ger, ii pastor of tho Canton do Vaud, who 
perished in a crevasse in 1&2J. Thoy mark 
more simply their own dead. 
Their requiem is 


the rush of waters, the bells of the herd, and 
(heir record is in tho living hearts that love.d 
them, and in the book above which angels 
keop." 


One need only look at this " God's-acre," 


and then at tho people's acres, however, to see 
how lovingly thoy work for themselves ami how 
niggardly for God. ]Srot only arc the graves 
scarcely marked and overgrown with woods, 
but the bodies of the dead seem to have been 
buried so near tho surface of the ground, that 
the winter's storms and the falling tower have 
turned them up to the light, so (hat crumbling 
bones arc crushed under foot and ghastly arms 
are piotruding from the earth, and bleached 
skulls aro lying carelessly hero and there. 
What horror! What phantoms to haunt one's 
willow ! What lasting disgrace to a Protestant 
country who have buried their dead like dogs! 
Surely, Catholic Italy, with its holy water am" 
wiealhs of immortelles, and Catholic Bavaria, 
with its poorest church-yard as neat its tho 
homo gardens, may sot tbis place an example. 
But we trust Gundcnwald is exceptional, and 
that the Uerncso Obcilaud, the highway for the 
cultivation and refinement of Europe, is not so 
far behind other lands in pious care for the 
dead. Better far the old barbarians' custom of 
burning; for then tho ashes wore carefully pre- 
served. Ijetter to lie in a heathen cinncraria 
than in such unholy neglect in a Christian 
church-yard, from which 'children must turn 
away shuddering with a now and horrible idea 
of the mysteries of death and the, grave. 


But turning from the shadows of thischurch- 


yard, we are glnd to look away to the glories of 
the place, to the sunsets that crown it with 
gold, or melt into rubies over it. Slowly tho 
clouds golden, and a yellow radiance pours over 
the mountains, till the snow-peaks seem 
stceixid in auriont light. Then the tint warms, 
and deeper and deeper grows the evening glow. 
On the one side the snows are white and wintry 
as the Arctic pole; on the other, they havo 
quailed tho rosy wine of sunset, and are flushed 
with softest rose-tints. Even tho gray rock is 
steeped in color, and looks waim and glowing. 
It is over a new wonder and a new revelation; 
too transient, alas! for soon the white clouds 
come down, wraith like, on the mountains, 
crawling slowly about thorn, till thoy are 
wrapped in white vaporous folds. 
Cold blue 


tints settle on (he distance, the snows grow 
wintry, the pines gloom darkly, the gray rocks 
arc bare and cold, and the night comes down. 
Or perhaps the moon rifts the gray clouds with 
pearl and pours out over all the glory of a pal- 
lid day. 
Not without its own beautiful eilccts 


docs that white light Ho on dewy upland and 
black pine forest, silvering the glaciers into 
purer glory, and showing gray rock aud green 
pasture, and the scattered • houses with their 
twinkling lights. Then slowly, ono by one, in

A striking feature of Pittsburgh h the great 


Union d«jx>t and t!w hotvl in connection with 
II, known ;u« the Union Depot Hotel. At this 
building centre nearly nil the great line rail- 
loads running into the city. The I'oiinsylvatiia 
Central, I lw; line of which I briefly sketched in 
my lust letter, the riltsbnrgli and Cleveland, by 
way of Alliance and itavcnna to Cleveland, a 
distance of 150 miles, the Pltlaburgh, Foil 
Wayne and Chicago, tlte imtne of which indi- 
cates i*s route am! destination, the llttsburgh 
and Erie and the rittsburgh, Cincinnati and 
St. Loufe, moit! gflnerally called the Pun Handle 
ixiute, Uicatiso it ]«isses directly i«:ross that long 
narrow strip of Virginia running northward IHJ- 
t ween the western line of Pennsylvania and 
the Ohio river, termed the Pan Handle. We 
will pass over this last named road and find 
nothing worthy of comment till we leave Vir- 
ginia, by crossing tlw Ohio river, over an im- 
mense iron bridge, at Stenbenville, one of tlm 
oldest towns of Ohio, and, like Pittsburgh, very 
largely engaged in the Iron smelting and work- 
ing, nail factories, stove and other foundries 
lighting up the city and giving to the traveler 
as he rides almost over the chimney tops, an 
idea of huge business. Here, also, is tlic Steii- 
benville Female .Seminary, an institution of 
many years' standing and wide notoriety. Deu- 
nison, (K-t miles from Pittsburgh, is another rail- 
road town, supported entirely by the shops of 
the company, and of course! Is (in eating depot 
for passengers on most of the trains. Newark, 
an old, sleepy-looking town of 10,000 people, is 
fortunate in being the centre of Licking county, 
the second Jargwtt wool-growing county In the 
country, Washington county, Pennsylvania, be- 
ing the fiist. From this county Mr. Hoi lister, 


the. 
California millionaire, started with eight. 


hundred sheep for that State, driving them tlic 
whole distance, losing live hundred on Ihu way, 
but was rewarded by a net return of an aver- 
age piofit of one t lion. sand dollars i>er head from 
the remaining three, hundred. He ranks to-day 
among tin1 foremost wool-growers of California, 
and is estimated worth live to six millions of 
dollars.' 


From Xewnrk to Columbus, .1'? miles, this 


road is o\%ned by the Baltimore iiud Ohio Kail- 
road Company, and both companies now run 
their eais over it, though strong competitors for 
western tiallle, and often times in open combat 
with eacti other. The land in the jMirt. of Vir- 
ginia we have pissed over is principally um:ut- 
liviiled, and in Ohio is hilly, and better adapted 
to grazing than fanning, though the owners of 
the soil have generally, by hard work acquired 
considerable means. The rich farms of Ohio, 
of whic.li we have so frequently heard, lay more 
in the central and northern part of the State, 
traversed by the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago l!oad. From the southern counties we 
find n great inclination on the part of (he farm- 
ers, as soon as Hiey got, a little money In hand, 
to go farther we^t to the rich and level lands of 
Iowa and Nebraska. Perhaps from Newark 
the land is more level, but poorly tilled. From 
ColumbuH to Indianapolis, along the C. C. C. 
and I. roiitl, the land is better, and in better 
fanning condition. 


Although my free pnsa, which was tho prin- 


cipal incentive to leave home, would carry me 
over only the last natm'd route, I have, now 
that I am out, concluded to extend my travels 
in another direction, anil take the Little IWiumi 
road to (Jiiviunali, 1m ing appropriated but a 
very short time to Columbus, which, though 
tho capital of the .State, has but little of interest 
to any but, a politician, tins grent ed'ort of the 
residents of all capitals being to obtain a living 
without giving any value in exchange. Hence 
industrial enterprises do not germinate then1, 
and would tiiul uncongenial atmosphere and 
surroundings if they attempted it. From this 
point to Cincinnati, 120 miles, is five hours' 
ride. 
Tin* only town of any importance is 


Xenia, Ohio, about the population of Bristol, 
a very nice place of residence*, and the home of 
the Xonia Torrlilir/ht, a sheet the size of the 
GA/KTTK, formerly under tlio, management of 
Whitelaw Reid, now managing editor of the 
New Yoik Tribnnc, then and since not only a 
local Luminary, but. a rccognfacd Jteacon 
throughout the land. 


Cini'imntti, the swinco]xtli.s of the country, on 


the Ohio i Ivor, about ;JOO miles from Pittsburgh, 
up to the commencement of the present century 
was but a small village, and except for the in- 
troduction of steamboat navigation, would not 
liavc been nuiuh more ; but, as can be learned 
from tlic Cyclopaedia, this opened to It a traffic 
with 30,000 miles of river coast, and penetrating 
all that belt of country lying between the At- 
lantic States and the Kooky Mountains. 


The first approach to the city is far front in- 


viting. Long 
rows 
of dilapidated houses 


perched on the side of the river hills, with 
long flights of wooden steps in various stages of 
decay first greet the eye of the traveler. The 
,'!ej.«ot is an ancient structure with poor accom- 
modations for those waiting for the trains, and 
they hurry away to got into the heart of the 
Queen city of tho West, hoping to find some- 
thing more attractive to the eye. I took a cab 
for the Walnut, street house, which although 
not what is called a first class hotel, we found 
to be better than those that charge higher 
prices, and claim greater superiority. The 
chief clerk, Jfoown, u jovial genius, weighing 
between 200 and 800 pounds, (and inclining 
close to the latter ligu.ro), one of the rep- 
resentative fat, men of Ohio who attended- 
the Fnt Mens' Convention at Put in May, 
shortly before our arrival, instead of gating 
superciliously at my diminutive valise and weH 
worti duster, as the manner of some is, treated 
me as an equal; vouchsafed to answer all en- 
quiries in an affable manner, and soon had a 
comfortable room at my dis]K>sa1. Long live 
Brown and may his shadow never grow less. 
Tlie celebrated Probasco Fountain is within a 
square of the hotel. As a work of cart it has 
no superior in America, and is justly esteemed 
by the citizens of Cincinnati with great pride. 
Mr. Prob.-isco and his brother had for yeais 
entertained the idea of bestowing to the 
city some good gift for the needs of the people ; 
before the accomplishment of the design the 
brother died and the work was left for Pro- 
basco. A never ceasing fountain whose waters 
would cool .and refresh the heated and weary 
traveler, was his thought. Ho had traveled over 
Europe, and viewed the various peculiarities 
of all tin' famous fountains there, and from 
each selected some charm, and under the ar- 
tistic hand of a German Mr. Muller, the work- 
was completed and now stands in this city — a 
thing of iKsauty and joy forever. A monu- 
ment to the brother. It is considered the 
finest 
fountain 
in the world. Mr. Pro- 


baso is n man of great wealth and gener- 
osity. His house and grounds teem with the 
beautiful; each week for a stated time is 
open to sight-seers and choice works of art 
thus benefit the public. Alas! that there were 
not more such. Thcre'ure famous wine vaults 
here. These hills near Cincinnati grow quan- 
tities of grapes. Mr. I.ongworth, of national 
eputation in wine-making, lived here, oud pos- 
sessed great wealth, bestowed his generosities 
in a peculiar manner it is said. It WAS the 
liardencd sinner whom others would not help, 
that he took to his home, where every day there 
was a table for the starred out-cast, sometimes 
generously feeding as many as fifty guests per 
day. Hi.s old mansion was in the heart of the 
city. 


Cincinnati will In time be one of the hand- 


somest cities in the country. The business 
part is su1>stantial and many of the dwellings 
magnificent. Great wealth certainly is here man- 
ifest. Large manufactories are numerous and 
add greatly to the making of this city's grent 
wealth. Pork is one of the most important 
branches. 


The river, railroads and canal offer first-class 


communication with nil part of llw States. Tlie 


Ohio river brings from PitUhurg, Stenbenville, 
Wlieeling, all varieties of merchandise, and 


tlieni also are vessels for tho lower Mississippi 
or up the Missouri, ready to supply tile great 
West arid South-west. Cincinnati being the 
key which opens the door to this boundless 
roor.a for commerce. 


My first intention on leaving Bristol was to 


visit tlm far West, hut meeting a friend who 
was starting for the South and deeming a com- 
panion desirable, I changed my route, and go 
to Nebraska by New Orleans—the way I ac- 
compliitlted it—will make me an opportunity to 
send you [knottier letter.

Here we are in the "Lone Star" State, after 


a rather long though pleasant journey, and we 
know of no route more pleasant and in- 
teresting for the traveler to reach this section 
of the South, than by tlic way of St. Louis, and 
down the Mississippi river lo New Orleans, 
and t lie nee over tlte Gulf of Me'.lco to 
Galveston. 


Waco is a rery licalthy »(id beautiful town of 


about 5,000 Inhabitants. It is situated on the 
Mrazos river, and Is in the most central jmrt of 
the State, and derives it« name from the Waco 
tribe of Indians whose race have long since 
IR-.CII exterminated. It can boast of 
five 


churches, a large seminary for young ladies and 
an institute for young gentlemen ; three weekly 
nowsjtapcrs and one dally, besides a large num- 
ber of business house* which seem to !KJ doing 
an extensive business, especially slnw; the com- 
pletion of tlm Tap Railroad in connection with 
the Texas Central. The latter road, which 
hut few n years ago ran no farther, than llc'mp- 
stead, about fifty miles below here, is now run- 
ning as far north as Denison, and connects 
there, with the Missouri, Kansas anil Texas 
liailroad, nnd thus we have « through route 
to St. Louis, the metropolis of the Northwest. 
We find a great many good, sound and sub- 
stantial men from the North who are among the 
leading citizens of the place, and lm*,« rend- 
ered much service by the free use of capital and 
judgment in building railroads, institutions of 
learning, &c. Tho habits of the people, gener- 
ally speaking, arc good j nnd tho disposition 
is of a social, generous and pleasant nature.

THE WONDEKS OF THE NOETHWEST. 


IMPORTANT OKOOltAI'lIICAL DISCOVKICIES— 


NEW LAKES AND NUMKliOL'fe GEYSERS. 


It is Milted In the «!\t1> annual report of the United 


.States Oeolo}!lenl Survey of the Territories, by P. Ar. 
Hnydeu, United States Geologist, that tlicro lg per- 
haps no inoro unknown or more interesting gpo- 
grnjihlcnl region in America than tho different 
briuicht'8 of Snake llivcr ami the Madison—the grent 
water divide of the Continent. Tlic maps now In 
process of const ruction will almost entirely change 
tho geography of this wonderful region. Within the 
nuUu8 of ten miles may lie found the sources of three 
of the largest rivers in Amurlcn. The general dera- 
tion lit from 7,000 to 8,000 feet above the sea, while 
tho mountains whoso diurnal snows lurrn tho sources 
of these great rivers rHo to a liight of 10,000 ta 12,- 
000 feet. Moving northward are the various branches 
of the Missouri, Yellowstone, and Wend rivers, 
which all eventually unite into one mighty stream, 
the Missouri. To tho south nro the branches of 
Green river, which unitca with the Colorado and 
proljubly empties into the Gulf of California, while 
south and west flow tho branches of Snake Klver, 
which, uniting with the Columbia, pour their vast 
volume of water Into the Pacific. The exploration 
of this remarkable water divide proves that the 
Madison Fork lias Its source In a small lake not 
hitherto noted on any map, nnd that tho so-culled 
Madiaon Lake belongs entirely to the Pacific slope. 


This latter lake was found to bo about tsvdve 


miles long and eight miles wide. From thin body of 
water ttowa ft stream nearly 100 feet Wide, which, nf- 
tcr ft distance of about live miles, emptied Into a 
second lukc, which la four miles long and one nnd it 
hull" wide. The forinur of tlteeo lakc« wn» named 
Suoshonc nnd tho latter Lake F/ewis. in honor of the 
great pioneer explorer of the northwest. At the up- 
per c nd of I<nke Shoshone, a new gcy»er liaxln was 
discovered, with from "5 to 100 springs, many of them 
geysers of considerable power. The ornamentation 
about those springs was' regarded as more Interest- 
ing uiul elaborate than those in Firo Hole Basin. 
Tho diride between the Yellowstone lakes and Lake 
Lewis was found to l>o about 50 feet above the former 
and 200 feet above tho latter. This low ridge in tho 
great water divide of the Continent has doubtless 
given rise tn tho story of the Two-Ocean lllver, and 
such a stream has found Its way to most of our print- 
ed maps. From the summit of the mountain the 
scope of vision embraced a radius of 150 miles, with- 
in which 470 mountain peaks worthy of mime could 
be distinctly observed. The nrcn that could be 
swept by tho eye from this point cotild not have been 
less than 50,000 square miles, embracing every va- 
riety of grutul ami beautiful scenery of mountain 
and vnllcy, probnbly without n parallel on the con- 
tinent. Ten largo lakes and several Mnaller ones 
were embraced In the view, and the entire Yellow- 
stone Park vus spread out under tho eye. To the 
cnKttlio "Wind River and Big Horn ranges, with the 
snow-clad summits of Fwmcmt'B, Union, and Cloud 
Peaks bounded tho view; on the, north, the Ycllow- 
Rtone range, with Emigrant Peak nnd many of the 
loftiest mountains of Montana, were clearly seen. 
TO 1the west, the numerous ranges comprised in what 
are called tho Salmon River mountain of Idaho, 
form the horizon of vision in that direction, while 
the mountains near Fort Hall and the Wahsatch 
range completed the mighty amphitheater. 


This remarkable view embraced a large portion of 


Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, ami Utah Territories. 
About W small streams, which unite and form the 
upper portion of .'?nakc JUvcr, wci'o carefully exam- 
ined, "Tss party then proceeded down the Valley of 
Snake Itiver through its remarkable canons, exnm- 
.Incd Jackson's Lake and the numerous streams that 
empty into,the main river on cither side. The report 
contains 844 printed octavo jpagee.

To reach 
her destination she would have to p;iss u gloomy 
wood; so, fearing the dangers of the way, she 
resolved to pass the ni§lit at the house 'of an 
uncle who live near. She accordingly knocked 
up her relations, and, having told her story and 
her fears, she was put into the room of a fe- 
male cousin who was away at work. While 
lying awake in the middle of the night, she 
heard a conversation which filled her with hor- 
ror; her hosts were planning to murder her for 
the money she carried. 
Thereupon she leaped 


from the window, and fled half naked, until 
utterly exhausted, she met two gendarmes. After 
she had told them whnt had happened, they 
led her back to her uncle's house, wliere a light 
was observed in a distant part of the garden. 
The gendarmes approached the sjtot silently, 
anil found that both the uncle and the aunt 
were engaged in burying a body enwrapped in 
a blood-stained cloth. The cloth was suddenly 
snatched away, and the murderers uttered a 
cry of horror. The victim was their own 
daughter, wlw having come home late, had 
crept ttp-stairs quietly so as not to awake her 
parents, and had boon killed in mistake fin- 
her cousin. The aunt went mad on the spot, 
and the uncle stabbed himself from remorse 
and dread of the consequence of his crime. 


Railroads. 


The stockholders of the California and Texas 


Railway Construction Company, which has the 
contract for building the Texas Pacific Railway. 
have lately been assessed an additional 10 per 
cent, on the stock held by them, making a total 
of 75 per cent, idrcady called in and paid up on 
a capital of $10,000,000. 


The Union Pacific is In trouble about some 


of its land-grants. 
The Government has hard- 


ened its heart against this once favorite corpo- 
ration, and refuses to issue patents to it for the 
alternate sections it claims in Nebraska and the 
Territories. This, on the ground that the road 
is not finished as a first-class road, and will not 
be so considered until a- new Commissioner 
shall examine and pronounce it such. To make 
the matter worse, the Company has already 
sold a large portion of these' lands to settlers, 
giving them bonds to convey good titles! 


The conductors and hrakeinen of the freight 


trains on the Western Division of the New 
York Central Railway struck on Monday night 
for advanced wages. No freight trains were 
running between Rochester and Bnflulo on 
Tuesday. 


The proper officers representing the Wis- 


consin Central Railroad Company and tlie Mis- 
sissippi Railroad Company 3 lave. appeared be- 
fore Gov. Washburn to discuss the matter of a 
further award of certificate. 
After brief argu- 


ment, the Governor ccrtiiied that he had ex- 
amined 40 miles of the road, and had found it 
acceptably built ; that the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad Comp my, under the chatter of the 
Lake Winnebago and Superior Railroad Com- 
pany, is entitled to half of tlie land granted for 
the construction of two more sections of 20 
miles each, but that It is not entitled to the 
other half till it has built a road according to 
law from Portage to Stevens Point. To this 
certificate is attached a stipulation on the part 
of the Wisconsin Central Company that it will 
only apply for a patent for one-half the land 
unless its right to more is affirmed by the State 
Legislature, tlie Supreme Court, or other com- 
petent authority.

Casualties. 


Eleven persons were killed and thirty-live 


wounded by a collision near La Mont, on the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad, last Saturday night, 
between a freight and passenger train. All the 
passengers who were killed or wounded occu- 
pied the smoking car. 


As a New York express train OH the Great 


Western Railroad was approaching the Welland 
Canal drawbridge, at Tborakl, Canada, yester- 
day morning, the water gauge glass in front of 
the fire box of tlic engine burst, letting out 
steam and M'otcr. This so alarmed the engineer 
that he jumped off williout bringing his engine 
to a stand at the bridge. The draw being open, 
the engine and baggage car tumbled into the 
canal. No one was injured, the locomotive and 
baggnge car filling up the diasm, so as to leave 
no room for any of the passenger* coaches to full 
into it. T be road was obstructed for two hours. 


An express train from Niagara collided with 


a mail train for Elmita, last evening, at Mont- 
gomery station, 15 miles east of Williamsport. 
It is said that only two of the passengers were 
slightly injured. 


Crime. 


Lowenstciu, the alleged murderer of Weston, 


has been arrested at St. Catharine's. Canada. 


A mail stage was stopped by two highway- 


men near Mokclutunc City, Cal., a few days 
since. They robbed the passengers, took $4000 
from tlie treasure box of Wells, Fargo & Co., 
and destroyed the mails, papers and other valu- 
ables. 
These highwaymen are known, and 


officers are now in pursuit of them. 


Charles Stark, a wealthy citizen of Manches- 


ter, N. H., aged 72 years, committed suicide by 
hanging himself on Monday night. He was a 
grandson of Genera! John Stark, and in 1853-4 
was a State Senator of New Hampshire. 


Abmii Benson was shot dead yesterday, 


while trying to escape from jail, ut Auburn, 
•New York. 


A despatch from Les Cygucs, the capital of 


Lyons county, Kansas, reports that a mob of 
400 men have taken possession of the town, 
and threatened to burn it and hang the sheriff, 
unless lie shall surrender the murderer Keller. 
It will be remembered that Keller murdered his 
wife and two children and his sister-in-law, last 
Sunday night, and burned their bodies. The 
slieriff has been keeping the prisoner concealed 
since his arrest,* and refuses 'to tell where he is. 
Trouble is apprehended.

OPENING OF THE NEW OBGAN. 


The cwngrejsaiUin of St. James' Episcopal 


church have procured a new organ, during the 
erection of which, the Sen-ices were suspended 
for three weeks, their worthy pastor, the liev. 
John II. Druiiim. being then absent enjoying 
his summer recreation. ; 


The instrument is of the celebrated make of 


II. Nichols, Philadelphia, Whose improvements 
enable this organ, containing 4C7 pi|>cs, to pro- 
duce the variety and power- of one of 3,347 
pipes of other builders. The case is 0 feet 3 
indies in width, 15 feet 6 inches in bight and 0 
feet a inches in depth, constructed entirely of 
chesnut wood. 


There arc in all sixteen stops, as follows : 


Ojxjn d'iijiason, melodia, violin, stopped diapa- 
son. stopped diapason bass, principal, flute, 
twelfth, fifteenth, pedal sub-bass, pedal and 
manual coupler, mttnual octavo coupler, trem- 
ulant, pedal check) and bellows signal. 


A large gallery with ample room for a num- 


erous choir, has also Iwcn erected, correspond- 
ing perfectly with the Gothic style of (he organ. 
The platform is elevated six feet from the floor 
with stairways ascending from each of the 
main entrance doors, the whole surrounded by 
a massive balustrade, on the corners of which 
stand two exquisite candelabra of rustic style, 
containing numerous gas-gets furnishing an 
abundant ami teaiitiful light. The wood-work, 
all of ash, and of the finest and most substan- 
tial character, is from the well-known factory 
of Smith & Campion, Philadelphia, and erected 
by our townsman Hemy Ruo. 
"We are in- 


formed that the cost of the improvements was 
upwards of two thousand dollars. 


On Friday evening, a select audience assem- 


bfc-d, on the invitation of the pcw-hoklers, to 
listen to the now instrument, and were all 
highly delighted. 


Mr. Michael II. Cross, of Philadelphia, iwr- 


formed scxcral selections which fairly electri- 
fied those assembled by their richness and 
grandeur; the depth, power and sweetness of 
the organ being wonderfully shown by hid 
masterly slsiil. 


Mrs. Darling ami Mr. Knorr, both of Phila- 


delphia, sang scvoral solos and duetts most 
beautifully ; tho former possessing a clear, rich 
contralto voice of great, flexibility, and 
the 


latter, n tenor of remarkable sweetness and 
high cull.ivution. 


Mrs. (.'. II. Wevill, of our borough, rendered 


Handel's "He Shall Feed His Flock," in which 
the rich tones of her beautiful voice did ample 
credit to our home talent.

the coming event—so none could remain in ig- 
norance of it, had they so chosen. 


The morning of (he Kith inst. dawned through 


heavy clouds, w hie) 
(tight have dissuaded the 


faint-hearted, but !..*d no influence on the large 
throng (>f pleasure-seekers assembled at seven 
o'clock at (he railroad depot. The excursion 
train arriving, the fourteen comfortable cars 
were well tilled, and by half past seven moved 
beyond tin-envious gas-.e of the crowd of 'couldn't 
get aways,' who gave an occasional huzza, to 
keep up an appearance of merriment. The train 
stopped at Tullytown, Pcnn's Valley, Morris- 
ville and Trenton, at each point receiving addi- 
tions to their number. 


After passing Trenton no detentions were en- 


coi'.-.'Dretl, all enjoying a delightful ride, the in- 
Miriable chaiaeteristic of Jersey riding—dust— 
being sotlletl by the recent ruin. 


On approaching Long liranch, the road passes 


through a beautiful country, especially beyond 
Freehold—and what was most welcome to all 
was the glorious sun, which gradually beanvxl 
through the clouds, and shone brightly through- 
out, the day. • 


The Excursion House was reached soon after 


ten o'clock, when the company, oil in high spi- 
rits, disposed themselves as best suited their 
tastes. The JJristot string band soon attracted 
many to the' large ball-room, where dancing 
continued most of the day. Many indulged in 
a bath, and were well repaid for the annojancc 
of a disarranged toilet, for the surf was high, 
and the fun unbounded. From the spectators 
on the beach, (ts well as from the bather, arose 
one constant peal of laughter, which increased 
to shouts when some of the more corpulent 
were caught by a large breaker and rolled over 
and over on the beach, or thrown like marbles 
against each other. ' 


Many visited Ocean Grove, and were there 


greeted by numerous familiar faces, while others 
strolled down the beach and the magnificent 
avenue, as far as President Grant's cottage. 
Some visited Scabright, a newly-built resort a 
little to the north, on the ocean, and a few ad- 
mirers of the turf visited MonmouthJPnrk, the 
scene of the great races. 


The managers much regretted that the baud 


of Camanche Indians had left—but us their 
tents had been blown down by the recent storm, 
which had also prevented other excursions from 
coming, they were compelled to leave tlie day 
before. 


The accommodations at the Excursion House, 


were excellent, and tho table especially satisfac- 
tory—the provisions being amply proportioned 
to the appetite of the visitors—which is bestow- 
ing high praise. 


At half past seven o'clock the train started for 


home, with all safely on board, arid proceeded 
with slight doiny until Morrisviiie was readied, 
where considerable detention occurred by hav- 
ing to lay on a siding until western and Wash- 
ington through trains had passed: so it was a 
late hour when Bristol was reached. 


At Morrisville, John Bctx, aged 15 years, from 


Newportvillc, alighted from the train, and while 
walking up the other track, fell iiito a cow-pit 
and broke hh wrist. Dr. Potts quickly set it, 
and the lad lias since been improving rapidly. 


With the exception of this accident, there 


was no drawback to the pleasure of the day; 
all expressed themselves as delighted with the 
excursion, having had as muclv enjoyment as 
could be wished.

A NEW JEBBEY FAOTOfiT. 


Illat* tor BrlitollMM. 


Sin. EUITOH :—Your issue of the Mth inst. 


was an agreeable surprise. We looked for a 
partial record of our local aflairs and an aver- 
age selection of general news and literary mat- 
ter, but you not only gave all your prospectus 
promised, but your general "make tip" in 
quantity and quality,equalled our metropolitan 
journals. 


It is my confident hope tliat our citizens 


will enter into the spirit which your paper 
breathes, for on perusing it-) luhimns all must 
appreciate'that our neighborhood possesses an 
activity evincing the eleiucuis of further pro- 
gress. We all read in our public prints of the 
enterprise of Chester, Trenton, Xorristown. 
Easton and other neighboring cities; their re- 
spective newspapers describing each improve- 
ment, which their exchanges announce quickly 
to the world, thus all progress is widely adver- 
tised, to the great benefit of the place in at- 
tracting favorable attention. In this respect an 
energetic newspaper must surdly contribute to 
the prosperity of our borough. 


We have habitually looked upon our popu- 


lation as poor—"we haven't the money"—'is 
the remark. I will grant tlwit we may not be 
as wealthy as some localities, but if the money 
our cit'iKcns have invested elsewhere could be 
diverted to Bristol, we would think differently. 
It is my object to refer to the question of cap- 
Hal In another light. If we have not the wealth 
among us, how can we ever get it, or reason- 
ably expect it, if by our discouraging manner 
we constantly underrate our advantages, thus 
i/pcling the capital which would seek us.l 


There is instruction for us in the history of 


an industrial establishment within eight miles 
of us in New Jersey, which until comparatively 
recently was a deserted manufactory on the 
bank of a dreary mill-pond, with ahout fifteen 
unoccupied houses exclusive of the large brick 
mansion also vacant. Twenty-five years since 
business disaster overtook the proprietors, the 
place was abandoned, and desolation and ruin 
became the condition of all—it was reputed 
haunlcil and remained in this state for many 
years. An enterprising Xow England ma- 
chinist, convinced that he should avail himself 
of proximity to coal and iron, visited the valfcy 
of the Delaware " to see what he could sec." 
By accident he heard this deserted property al- 
luded to, as an instance of the impracticability of 
successful manufacturing in central New Jersey. 
His quick judgement led him to the place when 
he immediately negotiated for the property, 
notwithstanding the Influence of the neighbors, 
(whoso possession his efforts have since doubled 
in vnluc) all of whom kindly told him that "the 
place was haunted, and nobody had succeeded 
there" considerately adding, that "nobody 
ever would," dolefully informing him that "ho 
would find Mt. Holly and Burlington a poor 
mitrkcl for his machines." 


He immediately impressed all as being a hair- 


brained adventurer by informing them that he 
didn't c.ire whether he sold a single machine in 
the great Slate of New Jersey or not. In short 
if there ever was a thorough, systematic, and 
apparently designed effort to discourage and de- 
feat a scheme, I his hair-brained adventuier en- 
countered it. About six ye.irs ago he perfected 
his improvements to the, manufactory and now 
employs several hundred hands; bus built a 
small town of nearly a hundred houses which 
is rapidly increasing, and recently the writer 
saw three machines standing by that Jersey 
mill-pond ready for shipment: one to Valpa- 
raiso, 01 ill; one to Melbourne, Australia ; one 
to Hamburg, Germany; and the proprietor 
called attention to a machine then being hauled 
from the yard to be shipped to Leeds, England. 


These are facts and now for what should be 


a lesson for our community. The proprietor 
remarked, " It has been my daily thought, that 
if my Xew England friends could only beiimidc 
to appreciate tlie many advantages .of this sec- 
tion bow they would swarm hither ; canals and 
railroads in abiindiiiicc, water so plenty, coal so 
cheap, and river navigation so easily accessible; 
but, when one does prospect about lie is viewed 
with suspicion, and unless hu lias grown insen- 
sible lo such reception as I have, he is often 
dissuaded from looking further in this vicinity 
by this cause alone." 


He applied these remarks not to Pennsylvania 


and Xew Jersey in general, but to this imme- 
diate neighborhood, where solid citizens of 
Bucks and Burlington counties', with all their 
proverbial thrift, are as anxious to increase 
tlieir accumulations as the most avaricious 
Yankee, yet have so long discouraged improve- 
ment, opposing their own interests and espec- 
ially those of the laboring man. 


Our own manufacturers, who have added so 


much to (he prosjierity of Bristol, can toll how 
they have encountered the same feeling in our 
borough. If we must always croak over our 
lack of capitid wo should try to appreciate our 
natural advantages and not show ingratitude to 
Xature by silence toward her liberal gifts. 


To return to first principles from which this 


letter has wandered so far, our BUCKS COUNTv 
GAXKTTE will necessarily increase the public 
spirit among us by removing that long existing 
impression that other towns could become 
flourishing cities, but old Bristol must remain a 
finished town. A glance at our new buildings 
shows the progress our manufactories have 
brought, while- the columns of your newspaper 
show the rapidity with which we are still pro- 
gressing, and by all bifr citizens realizing this, 
and acting accordingly we will prove that we 
are alive to our interests. 


The writer of this article owns no property 


that can profit him by increased value, that 
prompts this communication ; but he has seen 
the material prosperity of Bristol Improve us 
morally, and has always thought that nothing 
appeals more strongly to the self-respect of a 
man, than the accumulation of property suf- 
ficient to insure support in his declining years, 
and education to his children, inciting him to 
emulation of the best citizens around him. B.

Bristol Schools and School BtuHingB. 


Our common schools appear to be entering 


uport cm cm of improvement. The Board of 
Directors arc stirring, active business men; 
they weigh every question carefully before final 
decision) and appear to give a great deal of 
time and attention to tlie matter of securing 
good teachers, and of making the school houses 
pleasant, attractive places for tlie children. But 
wliat strikes the eye of tlie stranger, as lie first 
leaves the cars at the depot? A mass or weeds; 
an accumulation of refuse dumped from all 
paits of the town Into tliat moot convenient lo^ 
cality, the school house lot; fences in a dilap- 
idated condition—the back part of the lot en- 
tirely open, apparently inviting the ash cart to 
deposit its contents. 8urely there is something 
wanting here. In It the contagion produced by 
the old pound #o near the yard " Is it the want 
of means, the want of time, the want of energy ? 
Certainly nut tho latter. 


There is also a serious drawback to the ed- 


ucation of young children in tlw fact that every 
child who leaves the primary department In 
Wood street, Is compelled, no matter where Us 
residence may be, to attend the secondary de- 
partment at the Otter street scliool. Children 
from the upper portion of the town must cross 
the railroad four times dally—probably walk 
upon the track for some distance—their parents 
are anxious for their welfare from tho time they 
leave in the morning until they return at night. 
No matter how inclement the weather, tht: 
snow may be ankle-deep, tlw rain may beat full 
in their little faces, and penetrate their some- 
times scanty garments; the gradation of the 
schools is such that in order to pass from the 
basement to the second or third stories of the 
Wood street school house, they must go by the 
way of tho railroad, the canal-bridge, and the 
turnpike. The danger and inconvenience at- 
tendant upon this procedure is -so great, that 
many families In the upper end of the town are 
compelled to send their little onees to private 
schools nearer home, often, too, when the family 
income is sorely drained by tho expenditure. 
The rapid growth of this end demands corres- 
ponding school accommodations. There must 
either be a school house erected to afibrd 
tuition for children preparatory to entering the 
grammar school, or there must be such a di- 
vision of grades in the Wood street building,tliat 
onr chidren will not b;; forced to travel a mile 
or more, past one school house to smother. As 
the town grows, more families will locate. Each 
of those will probably have n child of such ago 
as will necessitate the above, walk. Shall they 
be subjected to it? The little darling upon 
whom the father and mother look with such af- 
fectionate regard; upon whom in after lifethey 
hope to lean, and for whose welfare they have 
so much anxiety—may have the'seeds of eon- 
sumption sown in its system, or may be snatch- 
ed rudely from them by an approaching train, 
a nuiaway horse, or the many other dangers 
encountered between Dorrance, or Washington 
and B.ith street. Gentlemen of the School 
Board, we find no fault with your administra- 
tion—you are endeavoring to do your whole 
duty in the matters appertaining to your office, 
but seeing you willing to do so much, we would 
fain ask you tu do more. When you have 
fairly installed your principal, and entrusted to 
him the re-grading and re-organization of your 
classes, we ask that you reniiire of him—unless 
you already see the difficulty and are prepared 
to apply the remedy—that he so arrange the 
first,, second and third gradations, that the 
great bulk of the town living on the river side 
of the canal ami railroad, shall have the privil- 
ege of educai ion without the dangers we have 
mentioned. The people will support you, as they 
will the Burgess and Council, in all your en- 
deavors to promote their good. They only ask 
that when a suggestion which is proper and 
feasible is thrown out, you will give it respect- 
ful consideration.

THE BAINY WEATHEB. 


Yesterday's Ledger has this to say concern- 


ing tho recent rains in this section of the 
country : " Tho rain storm or succession of 
storms of the last eight days has been the 
heas iest that has occurred during the last ten 
years, and the record kept at the Pennsylvania 
Hospital shows that more rain has fallen dur- 
ing the week than fell during any month since 
January 18(i4, except, the months of June and 
August, 1S07, and July 1S72. The storm com- 
menced during Ihe afternoon of August 12th, 
and continued into the night of the 14th. 
During the first 30 hours 7J (7.323) inches fell, 
a greater quantity than any one rainfall during 
the last ten years. There were small rainfalls 
each successive day until yesterday, inclusive, 
and the whole amouut of the rainfall was 01 
inches. On the 18th, (Monday) the rainfall 
amounted to nearly an inch and ono-thlrd. 
During the month of August, 1872, the total 
rainfall was 8£ inches, and during nineteen 
days of the present mouth a little over 10 
inches. Tho only other rainfalls of the. last' 
ten years comparing with this for volume and 
persistence were the following : 


In June, 1805, rain* full for five successive 


days, but the whole amount was less than three 
inches. In July, 1805, there was rain for live 
successive days; total, about half an inch. 
During the mouth of June. 1807, the total 
rainfall was eleven inches, and during August, 
of the same year 15| inches. During the latter 
month rain fell on eighteen days, and the 
largest fall in any one day was 6f inches, two- 
thlnl of an inch less than during the first thirty- 
six hours of the late storm. But in August. 
1807, the longest duration of rain storms was 
five days. There was clear weather then for 
three days, followed by four days of rain, one 
of clear weather, and four more of rain. In 
May, 1870, there was rain during six succes- 
sive days, but the total fall was less than 3^ 
inches. During this rainy weather the great 
hail storm that destroyed many thousands of 
dollars' worth of property occurred. In July, 
1872, rain to the amount of 4J inches fell dur- 
ing four successive days. The total rainfall 
for August, 1807, was 15f inches, for July, 
1872, 11J inches, for June, 18C7,11 inches, and 
for nineteen days Of the present month, n little 
over'10 inches.. These are the months of 
greatest .rainfall since January, 1804, the aver- 
age monthly fall not exceeding 5 inches."

shining," that observation or experience may 
slice! on this subject. I am neit.hcj,- profoundly 
vci'sed iu hydraulics nor mechanic art, but am 
anxious that we should "reason together" and 
bring whatsoever of knowledge we possess to a 
common treasury and do wliat we may for a 
supply of pure water that is next to if not equal 
to that of pure air. 


During a recent visit to Kahway, Jf. J., I was 


very kindly put into the possession of a few facts 
concerning the operation and plan of a very 
complete system that city has recently adopted. 
It resembles the " Holly " plan with tho excep- 
tion (if the omiJoyment. of a superior pump to 
those used by him, which is styled the " Wortli- 
iuglon." It certainly works with a noiseless 
smoothness and beauty, and appears very com- 
plete in all its parts. They have two engines 
aiid two boilers, only one set of which is in use 
at a time. The other is a provision against 
accident that there need be no cessation to the 
supply of water. These engines are of seventy 
house-power, each one capable of furnishing one 
and one-half millions of gallons of water evere 
twenty-four hours when this quantity should by 
needed. It is estimated that each has sufficient, 
capacity to supply a population of 50,000—five 
times the present number. The water is forced 
into the pipes at a pressure of 90 pounds, to the 
square jnch; From any of the one lntnd)-eel&nd 
thirty fire Hjfd/wtts dispe^ed ov«r the city,' to 


which a hose may be attached instantly hi case 
of fire, a stream of water '{I think three inches 
in diameter) may be thrown one hundred feet 
high Without any increase of the ordinary pres- 
sure. 


Too high art estimate can Scarcely be placed 


on t-lie presence of such a " Guardian Angel" 
as this watching the slumbers of an innanmblc 
and populous city. Wherever tlifl danger may 
kindle there is its efficient jwwer to quench the 
incipient ruin and death. 


Aside from tlie great considerations of health 


and domestic convenience, it appears to me that 
in a town like ours, that is rapidly growing out 
of wooden material, we owe to our lives and 
homes this vigilant subterranean police force. 
How securely may the citizens of Kahway re- 
tire to their nightly rest—how insecurely do 
we! Let this water question be our abiding 
anxiety until we rise to tlie wholesome resolu- 
tion and enterprise of junior towns that have 
led tlie way in " Works meet for repentance " 
and essential to their-prosperity!

MORE HOUSES HEEDED. 


Notwithstanding the large number of houses 


built within the last two years and others about 
being completed, there still exists an unsatisfied 
demand. We know of instances of men with 
families, engaged in business here, who are be- 
ing compelled to relinquish their business be- 
cause of their inability to procure a home, and 
others wfco are subjected to a large reduction 
from their wages on account of the amount of 
time consumed coming in from the country to 
tlieir daily labor. This ttato of things should 
not exist, and could not exist in a place of the 
apparent wealth of Bristol, if those having the 
means to invest wore sufficiently public-spirited 
-.to 'f put it where it would do the most.good " 
both to tliemsclves and the community of which 
they form a part. We have been informed that 
it.is utterly impossible for a laboring man to 
borrow money on mortgage security ; that the 
favorite investments arc railroad stocks and 
bonds and shares in trading vessels. 


It is the duty of every citi/e.nto contribute all 


in his jwwcr to tho welfare, growth and pros- 
perity of the locality in which he resides. He 
will find that every cllbrt iu that direction re- 
acts to his own advantage several fold. If his 
money was loaned upon ample security to labor- 
ing men to build themselves homes, or if it was 
employed in the erection of blocks of houses for 
occupancy by tho additional .population that is 
and has been asking, accommodations within 
our limits, it would not only ailbl-d a sure, reg- 
ular and remunerative return upon the invest- 
ment, but would, by its effect upon the value of 
property at large, make it ultimately imu'hinore 
profitable than any class of security where the 
funds arc employed away from home. 
Let 


every man who has a thousand dollars to in- 
vest, erect a house. Let him buy his lumber 
and material of Bristol dealers, and employ 
Bristol masons, carpenters and painters to do 
the work, and tlie money so used, instead of 
being withdrawn from home circulation, will 
merely pass from capitalist to mechanic, mechan- 
ic to tradesmen, and from the tradesman revert 
to the capitalist to bo again employed in the 
same manner. 
The evidences of 
freshly 


awakened energy and vigor in the town are at- 
tracting attention everywhere, and it needs but 
a continuance of the same to secure for Bristol 
a recognized place among the growing towns of 
the Stale.

closer to you, so that we can exchange friendly 
greetings and enjoy some of your prosixsrity ; 
therefore we were glad to notice ainoi ig Uie many 
" Wants," in your iirst number, that of a more 
direct road to Ilulmeville. To this all of our 
citizens warmly responded, " That friend speaks 
my mind." This enterprise, often talked of, 
lias been too long neglected. Why the people 
should have so long continued to Imel over 
five miles (the distance, by the present roads, 
between Bristol and llnlmeville), when, by a 
more direct route, the distance can be accom- 
plished in a little more than tbrec miles, lias 
long been a mystery. But M 
-C find the people 


are getting awake to this matter, and the road will 
be asked for and pushed through to a successful 
issue by the energetic citixons of both places, 
as well as those along the proposed road, which 
will run near enough to Xewpnrtville to form a 
a street for that prosperous and growing village. 
This will give them building lots, a tiling they 
greatly need for the devdopiuent of the |»tace, 
as well as a direct road to Bristol. The advan- 
tage of the road to llulmcville ami the country 
and village lying north of it, cannot bo o-cr- 
estimated. The road should be fifty feet wide ; 
this would give room for planting trees and 
making a good sidewalk. There arc many 
people whose necessities compel them to walk; 
and iu the construction of roads through thickly 
settled countries the necessities of this class of 
people have been too much overlooked. The 
poor man, who cannot allbi-d to keep a carriage 
to ride in, is just as much entitled to a good 
road to walk on as he who can afford to ride. 
Then tlie road should Iw made good, well 
rounded with grave! (not mud), and ornamental 
trees planted by its side. This would make an 
inviting drive for your people, and add to (he 
attraction of our town, while the business peo- 
ple, going to and from Bristol, tLo cars or boats, 
would be facilitated by its directness. In Xew 
England, the larger towns have made this a 
maUor of great importance. They all have good, 
Direct roads, leading to the surrounding villages; 
and they are made well, kept in good repair, 
and ornamented with trees; they become fa- 
vorite drives and walks ; soon the land on both 
sides is found dcsiiablc for building lots, end 
the consequence is that, in course of time, the 
road becomes a continuous village. Thus the 
smaller villages are united villi the larger 
towns—then we Itare cities. Who knows what 
is in store for Bristol ? 


Now that, your town and tlie neighborhood 


seem to be throwing off tlieir former lethargy 
and " do-nothingness," and have awakened to 
a spirit of " go-aheadutiveness," let all progres- 
sive enterprises be pushed with an energy and 
determination that must insure' success.

MAUOEJJHTJHK. 


This place lias been rightly styled the 


" Switzerland of America." It is situated oil 
the Lehlgh river, and is connected with Phila- 
delphia by tlie North Pennsylvania, T/ehigh 
Valley, and Lehigh & Susquehanna railroads, 
the last two roads connecting with the North 
Pennsylvania at Bethlehem, the Lehigh Valley 
(witli its double track) continuing along the 
rivcr: while the Lehigh and Siiaqueharma 
(which is a single track) crosses the river at 
tftts place, and With the eanal occupies the op- 
posite bank of the Lclrigli. The distance from 
Philadelphia is eighty-nine miles, and the lime 
taken to reach it is three and one-fourth hours. 
Mauch Chunk lies in a nar ow gorge, and on 
all sides lofty mountains tower above it, and a 
more picturesque place is not easily Imagined. 
Having arrived at the place of destination, the 
fli-st thing is to take the coach for the famous 
Switch-Back railroad; taking our seat in the 
comfortable little car, we proceed by gravity to 
tlie foot of Mt. Fisgah plane, which is ttt'o thou- 
sand- three hundred and twenty-two feet in 
length, with an elevation of six hundred and 
sixty-four feet, being a rise of about one foot in 
three. On these planes art? laid two tracks, 
there being two cars used irt drawing us up; 
these are «dled safety cars, and are connected 
by a stee! belt seven and one-half inches in 
width, which winds around a wheel at the top 
of the plane, twenty-eight feet in diameter, 
making thirty revolutions to bring the car to 
tlie top of the plane, and when this car is at the 
top the other car has arrived at the bottom 
ready to bring up another load; the large wheels 
are moved by two engines each of one hundred 
awl twenty horse-power. While looking around 
the engine-room, the engineer informed me that 
be had picked berries ou 'the spot where the 
buildiAg §ow stands, and the belt by which we 
wfcre drawn up hadlfeea in use aince the road 


was first built, about twenty-nine years ago, 
and lie had held the ixwltlon of engineer All that 
time. It would be well to mention for the 
benefit of tltoso tlint foci a timidity In going tip 
tho planes, tliat then! Is not (be least, causa for 
fear, as to e.K'b saloty-ear Is attached an Iron 
arm, which extends from Ihe side of (tie car 
over a ratchet rill! between the two tracks, and 
should the baud break Umlwtsl backward utor 
(Ion would cituso the arm to drop iu tins safety- 
rail and the car would be held stationary. We 
again take the car and on a down grade wo soon 
roach the pavillion; now making use of tlie 
locomotion aflbrded by Nature^ we soon reach 
the top of Mr. Plsgtih, on which has boon built 
an observatory; after reaching this, what a 
scene rises before, us! 'None can help but admtiu. 
How insignificant arc tho works of mania com- 
parison With those of our Creator! On every 
side is scenery so beautiful that 1 will not, at- 
tempt to duscrtlx! it, but let ouch one go that 
their eyes on some of Nature's most subliuie 
works. 


Tho top of Mt. Fisgah is comjiosod of huge 


rocks piled one upon another, as If by somu con- 
vulsion of Nature they bad been In that way 
placed, 
But I must, leave this romantic s|»ot 


and be less explicit with the remainder of wlrnl 
Is to be soon. Again iaklng the car, we are 
carried to the foot of Jit. Jefferson piano, which 
is two thousand anil seventy feet, in lcn;j,llu the 
elevation being four hundred and sixty-two 
feet, and is tha highest point on tlu> road, N-ing 
one thousand six bund red and thirty-five foot 
above tide-water. Another short ride and wo 
find ourselves at Summit Hill, the chief mining 
town of the Lohlgh coal district. It is built ovc- 
tbe coal mines and lias a population of two 
thousand people. llt;ro wo see n i]iic<.>r-lbukiug 
building called the Town Hall, which the con- 
ductor informs us looks like a French Bastilo, 
([K-i'liaps it ilocs, I am not able to judge, having 
never been In Fraileo). 


Having baited here a half hour, we now start 


on our return lo Mauch Chunk, which is nine 
miles distant; with a grade of ninety-six foot to 
the mile, we soon iind ourselves at the foot of 
Mt. Pisgiih piano, the plnco of starling. 
Tho 


next place of intciost is Onoko (ilen, which is 
reai-bod by the Lehigh Valley railroad; bore we 
can see some very respectable waterfalls, the 
bigbust being seventy-live fool. This Is a most 
beautiful place, and 1 would aihisc all who go 
to Mauch Chunk not lo omit seeing the glen, 
Returning from the glen wo go to Pi-osiwct 
llork, which is a letlgo of rocks south of tho 
Mansion House; hero can be scon tho Lobigb 
Valley raihoatl following the serpentine cmirsu 
of the river. Mauch ('hunk bus a populationof 
eight thousand persons, and on every side you 
can see the usual American grit In overcoming 
obstacles ; here we see houses built on the sale 
of the mountain, perhaps, one a hundred feet. 
above, the other; owing to the small amount of 
land there are but few fine houses. Asa Packer 
and Hon. Jolm Leisonring, and a fow others 
have overcome (he obstacles by grading away 
the side of the mountain, and have erected 
palatial residences. There are live churches in 
the town. St. Mark's Protestant Episcopal on 
State street is a very lino structul-o, und is stir- 
mounted by a tuwot- one hundred and thirty- 
fivc feet high- 
Them are also a handsomo 


Presbyterian, of which Dr. Beltenville was for- 
merly pastor, a Gorman llofomied and a Uoinun 
Catholic church. This town can boast of seven 
hotels, of which (he Mansion House anil Amer- 
ican arc the principal ones. It has also a lino 
jail which has been occupied nearly threo yoa!». 
Wo, visited tho jail ami found that the Sheriff 
was a Bucks county man ; the cost, of the ex- 
cavations tor Uie foundation walls was about 
$20,000, iind the entire cost of the jail between 
$1:30,000 and $140,000. The number of pris- 
oners is three—two serving out their sentences 
and one awaiting (rial. They have throe pris- 
oners at the Easlern Penitentiary, and theso six 
constitute the number of prisoners in Carbon 
county.

BRISTOL FORTY YEARS AGO. 


The Newtown Knterprite of last wook has 


a contribution from the pen of W. II. Johnson, 
which contains the following historical sketch of 
(he Borough of Bristol : 


It is sometimes interesting to consult an old 


Gaxotteor, und pondor ovor t ho changes and im- 
provements that have nmrkod their progress of 
places within a period of -JO years. Take Iho 
town and borough of Bristol as a specimen. — 
At the time when Gordon's GaxelU'or of IV-nn- 
sylvania was being published, the Delaware Di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania canal was just com- 
pleted, and the commencement of the great 
thoroughfare railroad to Xew York was In near 
anticipation. No such impulse hnd then been 
given to manuf.icl tiros as the town 1ms CXJKV 
rienced by the enterprise of the Peirco Bros. 
within a few years. But notwithstanding the 
comparative low advancement In the .scale of 
improvement 40 years since, the historical as- 
sociations conncckHl with the place redeem the 
sketch from tho nature of caricature, and ren- 
der it worthy of transcription:

sailors, between 58° and 00° S. latitude, tint 
later travelers have observed the same. 


Naturalists differ in their opinions relative to 


the cat!?.' of this phenomenon. Hiot, who in 
1817 was sent by the French Academy of Sci- 
ences to the: Shetland islands, to determine tho 
length of the pendulum vibrating seconds, on- 
joycd views of the most splendid displays of the 
northern lights. Ho regarded these lights of 
volcanic ficjgin. 
Reasoning from the fact that 


the needle has often been greatly aflccted during 
n display of these lights, Unllly ascribed tin- 
same to magnetism. Our celebrated Franklin 
considered electricity as the prime cause of at- 
mospheric auroras and especially of polar lights. 
KarUior, in the sixth edition of (inn's J'fii/xicka 
advanced as his opinion that the polar lights air 
caused by tho electric fluid rising periodically 
from the earth to the elevated regions of thr 
atmosphere. Jternardin Bo St. Tierce, a distin- 
guished philosopher of France, in the latter part 
of the la-it century, considered auroras as solar 
lights reflected from the, fields and mountains of 
ice surronndin!' the poles. ,St. Tierre's theory 
seems untenable from the fact that the most 
splendid displays of the aurora borcalls are often 
seen during the long night of the arctic regions, 
when the sun has a distant S. declination. 


Tho observations <.f Richardson, Franklin, 


Furry, and others, made under the most favor- 
able. ciroi (instances, In high northern latitudes, 
refer it to a place far within the limits of the 
atmosphere, and scarcely if at all above the re- 
gion of the clouds.

Y.t a 
variation of I he needle of i?, Uegreea in eighteen 
minutes, of 2* degrees in two hours, and 2i de- 
grees during the night. At the same time, in 
Nev Haven, Conn, a needle traversed J of a 
degree in two minutes. Jiut, at Baltimore, Md., 
a neoillo watched on (be. same night, varied in 
'ho course of nine hours, to tho astonishing 
amount of 10 degrees. 


According to the Xew Haven (Conn.) ITmtM 


of July Ol h, 18157, there was a grand exhibition 
of the northern lights on the night of July l.st. 
During this phenomenon, or, when the aurora 
had attained its greatest brilliancy, a horizontal 
needle traversed u° 4' in about JO minutes of 
time. 


Some (illy years since, on a clear cold night 


in (ho winter, then; occurred in Vermont, a 
sp'.ondid phenomenon of tho northern lights. 
About 10 P. jr. nil the northern sky was illu- 
minated by white auroral streamers, and, at the 
zenith, n dazzling worn was formed. About, 
1 A. iM. of the, s.imc night, fully two-thirds of 
(he. visible sky was occupied by tho undulating 
corriKsev.t.ions, which poured upon the earlh a 
light much more brilliant than that of tho full 
moon. That these were truly electrical e.mana- 
lion.s from the earth, it appeals almost demon- 
strated by the sudden purturbation of the at-

formed, and at sunrise snow was fulling fast 
and continued to fall during several hours. 


In the summer of 187-, at'lcr an almost ruin- 


less period of J8 months, that is, in the norih- 
ern region of Ohio, auroras began to appear, 
The first, in that summer, was exhibited on the 
night of July 7th. Sixty hours after the most 
brilliant phases of this phenomenon, that is, on 
l,he 10t.li, such :v glorious shower nf rain oc- 
curred a.s wo bad not, in the vicinity oj 
Hudson, seen for several months. From July. 
7lh, the d.itc of the first aurora this summer, 
to August 3d, rain fell on more than half the 
days, and .several of these rains wore attended 
by lightning and wind. 


On the night of August 3d there was a beau- 


tiful display of northern lights, and another still 
more admirable, on the night of the 8th. With- 
in 30 hours after this last display, a thunder- 
gust with copious ra'n and haii, truly terrific, 
visited this town, Hudson. A biilliant aurora 
horcalib again appeared ou the night of August 
25th, and a stupendous Ihmidcr-gust, on the, 
next day, with torrents of rain, broke over the 
same place. Early on the mcrning of Sept. 3d, 
saw the northern sky again illuminated. About 
fiO hours nfter this lost meteor, one of the most 
terrific thunder-storms over witnessed by the 
inhabitants of Hudson whirled over the town, 
and during nn hour groat masses of rain foil. 
On tbc night of Oct. 1st, saw another splendid 
light in the northern sky, and this time it was 
a short time preceded by n shower of rain. 
The night of the oth was ushcrcTl in by ;m au- 
roral arch and columns of white, light,; and on 
the «th wo wore visited by a rain-cloud with 
electric explosions. 


Thus it appears that from July 7lh to Oct. 


Oth, there were seven diilerent exhibitions of

This issue also contains an " Appeal to the 


Professors of Religion in the Connecticut Val- 
ley who devoto their .lands to tho culture of 
tobacco." Instead of that locality, lei the name 
be changed to MIC Slanor Lands of the Dela- 
ware Bund, in Bucks county, and every word 
of this thrilling "Appeal" may be substantially 
applied. Take, for Instance, the following de- 
scription and obvious reflections thereon: 


"A traveller observes, 
<The old tobacco 


lands of Maryland and Virginia are an eye- 
sore; odious barrens, looking as though bhisted 
by sonic genius of evil.' 


" You say, at once, ' This is 'not JTankoe, 


but Southern culture. My fields arc fat and 
fertile in spite of this exhauster."* But how 
do yon keep them so? It is a fundamental 
principle that your farm should fertilize itself. 
Smiling fields acknowledge a return of their 
own products. Instead of this, do yon not re- 
ly upon foreign manures? Do you not rob 
your ix)tato and corn patch, and impoverish 
neighbors? An acre of corn and an acre of to- 
bacco are different things to the e.ye of God or 
man. Your acre of _eorn feeds your children 
and your ealllo; it creates blood, flesh and 
bone, and returns in the shape of rich manures, 
lusty sinews nnd grateful hearts, to bless the 
bosom that nourished it. Your acre of tobacco 
is chewed and pullbd by your follow mcu, who, 
in defiance of Glod and nature, have created n 
pitiable appetite for it. It makes no bone, no 
muscle, and does nothing to nourish tho earth, 
bocimso utterly destitute of the, nutritive prin- 
ciple. Such a crop is worthless, because use- 
less. The blast which destroyed tbc six thou- 
sand dollar crop of Col. Colt,, in the Connecticut 
valley, destroyed nothing of intrinsic value, 
yiiould God send frost or fiery foxes through 
all your tolwco fields and lay all waste, nobody 
.should mourn, for nobody would have lost any- 
thing of value."

Joseph Arch, President of the English Na- 


tional Agricultural Laborers' Union, is' expected1 
to l.md at New York in a few days. His ol>- 
ioct in visiting this country is to ascertain per- 
sonally the ad vantages it adbi-ds, to emigrants of 
tho farm-laborer class, and, if satisfied, be will 
— according to his staleninnts, made at a public 
meeting on tho 30th of July — make arrange- 
ments to ffcnd out over 200,000 men. Mr. Arch 
will doubt Icsss endeavor to obtain American 
co-operation and assistance in locating these 
miti and th"ir families. He will also visit the 
Dominion of Canada, tho Province of which al- 
ready offer pecuniary assistance and other ad- 
vantages to tailoring emigrants from the Old 
Country. 


Foseph Arch was born at Burford, a sleepy 


little village, some throe, miles from Warwick, 
England. J In Is now about 45 years of age, ; he 
is short^ of sturdy build, wit'h the wcather- 
jcateii face ami complexion so ufioa seei 
imong English laborers and navvies. The geu- 
:ral expression of his face in repose is not un- 
'ikc President Grant's ; but when animated 
:iis face is unlike anything appertaining to 
.lie President. Ho has 
boon all his life a 


"arm-laborer, is a total abstinence man, and bo,- 
ongs to ono of the Methodist sects, of which he 
ias been for many years a lo&il preacher, that 
s, a layman who preaches in the chape! or at 
'roYo within a certain district and without pay.

i]), 'laving, as he says, in bis '_'5 years as a 
>roac!icr walked over 7,000 mil"s to 
,ho Gospel to his fellows. The commonest ruil- 
inenLs of education lie a"quircd without tui- 
:ion. lie is entirely and thoroughly a self-ed- 
icated man, educated chiefly during his latet 
ife, and brought to a knowledge of the issues 
)f tin day by the study of ilio newspapers 
When it young man Mr. Arch felt that beam! 
lis kind were badly trealcd, and be. rebelled 
igainst it. In a speech at Leamington las>L 
car ho said — and his words wont horn", to his 
learvrs; '-Men, I'll tell you what 1 had to do ; 
hail a wife and two children, and ono and 
iixp 
riiice ('SO cents) a day was all I was getting, 


vorkiug hard morning to night. 1 asked my 
nastor for more ; he said one and sixpence a 
lay is all 1 shall give you. I had sworn at the 
illarto love, and cherish and preserve my wife, 
ind I knew tliat would not keep her and the 
hildrcn, so I struck. I wont away to work 
vhore I could get higher wages. Sometimes 
' could not got anythin!; but" straw to lie on, 
ml once I slept for nights and nights on corded 
vood ; but, I thought if any one was to suffer, it 
vas not my wife and children, but myself. 
\nd so, leaving his wife, and children in the 
'Yarwickshire village. Arch roamed over Eng- 
:uul, working at job or piece, work, sending 
ionic all he earned to his wife, and preaching 
ni Sundays in aliajiel or on village green. A 
trong, able, intelligent workman, a miiu in 
vcr way superior to his fellows, Arch in time 
(but with what sacrifices and self-denials who 
shall say) saved money sufficient to buy the 
freehold cf his little cottage, at Hiirford. There 
he settled down, working by .the job for the 
neighboring farmers during 'harvest time, and 
cultiva'ing a little land which ho rented. When 
the Warwickshire farm laborers struck they ap- 
pealed to Joseph Arch, and ho became their,, 
leader. The strike began in February, 187ii, at 
Wolleshoiirne, a village seven miles from War- 
wick. 
Tiic laborers there and in the sur- 


rounding hamlets turned out atter ctemawling 
an increased pay of four shillings ($1) per week. 
Their leader was a certain John Lewis, a •trav- 
eled man, who hail worked in Staffordshire, the 
next county, and scon the operations of the 
Trades' 
Unions among tho iron-workers. 


Lewis proposed that that they should form a 
union, but he was ignorant of tho fine arts of 
reading and writing and so they sent for Joe 
Arch, tho local preacher. The Lord of the 
Manor of Weltesbourne is Sir Charles Mor- 
diiunt, well known to tho American public 
through his attempt to obtain a divorce. .Sir 
Charles called a meeting of the Warwickshire 
squires and parsons, and OH the proposition of 
tho Ucv. Mr. IJolbecko, they pledged them- 
selves not to employ any laborer belonging to 
or who might join the Union, and tliat'by'cv- 
ery means in their power they would " put it 
down." Sir Charles Moixtaunt'did his share of 
immediately giving notice, to all the cottagers 
ou his estate 'who had joined the Union that 
they must leave (heir homes; this proceeding 
wns imitated by the Rev, 11. S. Miller, Vicar 
and landowner atlladway, a village at the foot 
of tho historic Edge' Hills. - This foolish pro- 
ceeding, howovor, ittti-nctQd (be sympathy mid" 
opened tho pockets of the people of (he neigh- 
boring town of Birmingham, the most radical 
borough in the kingdom. The men on strike 
were, thus kept from starving. Joseph Arch 
went bravely to work, he addressed the laborers 
at open air meetings throughout the neighbor- 
hood, and tho Union increased in numbers. 
Then the stormy petrol of events, tho London 
" special correspondent," made his .appearance, 
upon the scene ; philanthropic reformers fol- 
lowed, foremost among whom was tho Hon. 
Aubcron Herbert, who (with his wife, Lady 
Florence, tho daughter of an English .peer') 
made Leamington bis headqiuuters for some' 
wcel«, and chcoiiragcd and assisted the laborers 
both by voice aud deed. It was on Good Friday, 
tho ai)th March. 1872, that the first united 
meeting of t lie AVarwickshiro laborers was held 
in tlio Public liall Leamington. At this Jo- 
seph Arch presided, and was' assisted by Mr. 
Edward Jenkins (the author of " Ginx's Baby") 
and many would-be social reformers. 'Hero 
too, also came Dr. Langford, editor of a Bir- 
mingham paper, hringing with him a goodly 
sum of ntoiicy collector! "in that town, several 
radical Birmingham manufacturers, and mem- 
he re of several of the Traces Unions. These 
last assisted the laborers from tho start, the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers, the most in- 
telligent aurl flourishing body of mechanics in 
England, sending a donation of £300. From 
an early hour parties of men and women 
inarched 
into Leamington, lightening their 


" 


Tory squires called him, said at a meeting at 
Soutbam. advising moderation: " Do not, my 


_ friends." said he,"" let one single word that is 
,unjitst, base, 'bad, foul or unchaste, escape youi 
lips toward any one." 


After the meeting at Lcanmtirton UK? Union 


was fairly started. 
Joseph "Arch travelled 


through all parts of England organizing branch- 
es of the Union wherever he .went. In two 
months the Union was a 'National one, and on 
tho 29th and 30th of .May, 1872, a meeting of 
delegates from all parts of the country was held 
at Leamington (which from its central position 
is made the Iteadquartcrs of the movement). 
Over this Mr. Dixon, member of Parliament for 
Birmingham, presided. Arch was unanimously 
elected President of I he Union. 


The movement, which at first was only a de- 


mand for a few more shillings a week, has now 
become one of political importance, and the 
laborers will demand a vote in the counties, as 
the ai-tir-ans did in the cities. Areli at first 
avoided nil political references. 
But when Her 


Majesty, through her steward, discharged the 
laborers on her private estates for demanding a 
few more shillings a week, he spoke strong 
words, and, even as the movement has grown. 
then', is no doubt his ideas have advanced alsoj 
perhaps almost in,spite of himself, for, bcim? a 
deeply religious man. his ideas of Republican- 
ism were connected with French Atheists and 
Socialists. 


The Union did not at firet officially encour- 


age emigration. Arch said, " I wish to assista 
man to get a living in England, not to run away 
from it." Still emigration has been tried by 
many of these laborers. Tho Consul-Gcneiiil 
ofUiit7.il in England early made, his appearance 
at Leamington, arid engaged' the services of a 
young Warwickshire farmer who liad i'ailed in 
business. 
This man, Thomas Alsop, went 


about speaking on the advantages of Brazil, 
where ho said he was going to form a colony. 
He induced many of his ignorant neighbors to 
accompany him, and, once landed, be returned 
to England for a fresh batch of emigrants, giv- 
ing glowing descriptions of the' country. Tho 
unhappy fate of these emigrants was'learned 
from certain of their number who were sont 
here by the Brazilian authorities, and landed 
at this port from the stc,uncr Mcrrimae. on 
March '20. Those muu who bad boon to the 
tropics, where they were unable to work, were 
half-starved and decimated by yellow 'fever, 
wore immediately engaged from the Labor Bu- 
reau at CastlE! Garden at, good wages, and the 
Superintendent of Emigration told the writer, 
that " they were ju«t the sort of men needed 
here, and that ho could obtain situations for 
thousands of such if they cam"." 


Apparently having wisely determined to en- 


courage emigration,^!.!'. Arch as the lepreseura- 
tive of such men, who even here at Mew York 
would, according to ofltcial testimony, be read- 
ily snapped np by employers.'comes lo visit us 
to seo what encouragement we can gho him. 
As the leader of a puweiful organization, the 
members of which would make valuable citi- 
zens of this country, he deserves recognition 
and encouragement; as a pure, unselfish, high- 
minded man, laboring for the good of his tal- 
low, he at least commands our resjiect.

DON'T SELL THE BEST CALVES. 


A really choice cow will readily bring eighty 


to ono hundred dollars. A cow tiiat'"wi!l make 
ono pound of butter jx:r day during six months, 
and half a pound per day (luring two or thrcu 
months more, is clicajicr at one hundred dollars, 
than a cow that will do half as much, would bo 
at fifty dollars. Poor cows are more plentiful 
than good ones : and where lit tin or no attention 
is given to improving the stock,good cows are fast 
becoming scarcer. Jfone wants to find good 
cows , be has to follow the track of a drover, 
who is constantly raking over tho country places 
to supply the demand of the largo towns and 
great cities. Thus the farming localities tiro be- 
ing constantly depleted. But this would bo of 
no damage, if the supply was kept up, anj ,l«.ia 
constant draft replaced with youug slock. Here 
lius the trouble. INotonly arc: cows in demand, 
but calves are equally sought after. The farmer 
is constantly tempted by drovers and butchers, 
from far and near, to dispose of his calves. The 
majority of them cannot withstand the flutter 
of a greenback ornamented with a largo x. The 
choicest calves are, of course, selected, and those 
arc generally from tlie best cows. Ten dollars 
is thought to bo a good price for <i calf four weeks 
old,aiulpays better thanSL.j foruycar-old animal. 
So would live dollars a bushel bo a high price 
for potato sets; but few fanners would lio tempt- 
ed to tear them out of newly planted hills for 
that money. But docs ho not sell the seed of 
a valuable crop, when he parts withl>is best 
calves? 


Many say it costs more to raise a cow than to 


buy one. 
Tliis is palpably wrong, as will be 


seen if they sit down and figure it out. But if 
it, wore true uow, it could not long remain so, 
for cows must be raised; and those who raise 
thorn must be paid profitably, or they will not 
do it. 
\Ve confess that there is some ground 


for the idea that it does not pay to raise cows, 
wrong as it may be, and it lies just here: The 
poorest calves arc selected for rearing; and as 
it costs as much, and sometimes more, to feetf 
a poor calf from a poor cow, until maturity, 
when it probably is worth twenty-five to thirty 
dollars only, ns it does to feed a good calf, that 
would make a cow. worth double that money at 
two yeaiy old. There is actually a loss in -the 
operation, and the tanner is out of pocket, not 
only indirectly, but directly, in having spent 
more than ho can get back again. A merchant 
doing business thus, would soon find work for 
an assignee or the bankrupt-court,; but such arc 
the advantages of the farmer's occupation, that 
he is able to live, and often do well, in spite of 
his unbusinesslike methods. Let him make 
farming a business; lot him calculate and figure 
out results, as other men arc obliged to do; and 
it will be found that there is no operation on the 
farm, but, pays f.iir interest over and above a 
good remuneration for labor and attention, i 
such labor and attention arc only well directed 
and most surely will be find that there is more 
money in a good heifer-calf, than any butchut 
could afford to give him, if ho will only give Hit 
animal time to show it.

humenso number, it is surprising how few a 
in common use. To the great majority, even 
of educated men, three-fourths of the words 
are almost as unfamiliar as Greek or Choctaw. 
Strike from the lexicon all the words nearly 
obsolete — all the words of special arts or profes- 
sions— all the words confined in their usage to 
particular localities— all the words which even 
the educated speaker uses only in homocpatbic 
doses — and it is astbnishing into what a Lilli- 
putian volume your Brobdignagian Webster or 
Worcester will have shrunk, it has been cal- 
culated that a child uses only about one hun- 
dred words ; and unless he belongs to the edu- 
cated classes, he will never employ more than 
three or four hundred. A distinguished Ameri- 
can scholar estimates that few speakers or 
writers use as many as ten thousand words ; 
ordinary persons, of fair intelligence, not o\er 
three or four thousand. Even "the great orator, 
who is able to bring into the field, iii the war 
of words, half the vast array of light ami heavy 
iroujjs which the vocabulary affords, yet eon- 
touts himself with a far less imposing display 
of verbal force. Even the all-knowing Milton, 
whose wealth of words seem amazing, and 
ivhom DK Johnson charges with using; "a 
Babylonish dialect," uses only eis;ht thousand; 
uul Shakespeare himself, "the"; myriad-minded," 
only fifteen thousand. . These, facts show tlmt 
the difficulty of mastering the vocabulary of a 
new tongue is greatly overrated ; ami they 
show, too, how absurd is the boast of every 
new dictionary-maker that his vocabulary con- 
tains so many thousand words more thaii those 
of his predecessors. 


Dr. Willet, lecturing in Boston one night told 


a droll story of himself. He said that at one 
time, when he was a connoisseur in bird-stuff- 
ing, he used to criticise other people's bird-stuii- 
itig severely. Walking with a gentleman one 
clay, he stopped at a window where a gigantic 
owl was exhibited. "You see," said tlie doctor 
to liis friend, "that there is a magnificent owl 
ulteily ruined by unskilful stuaing. Notice tlie 
mounting! 
Execrable, isn't it? No living 


owl ever roosted in that position. And the cyea 
are fully a third larger than any owl ever pos- 
sessed." At this moment the stuffed bird

The Greeks were the fathers of tho epigram 


In its best estate, altliongh sliarp and senten- 
tious things were said before Lucian and Calll- 
ruachus, just as there were 'toravo men befon 
Agamemnon." Whoever would skirt! tho cream 
of ancient epigrammatic literature, must give 
his leisure hours to the Greek anthology. He 
will them find grandeur and nobleness of senti- 
ment conveyed in chaste and elegant language 
While Greece was yet in her infancy, epigrams 
were the chosen forms In which not only the 
spirit of the time, but the events of history, 
were commemorated. 
Wit, and satire were 


not then, as now, tho essential ingredients, bul 
certain elevation of sentiment, combined with a 
S|,iartan brarity, which condensed volumes into 
sentunses marked the highest triumph of literary 
skill. 


At a later period the Latins cultivated Hie 


literature of epigrams with zeal arid success. 
Martial has left us a whole library of epigrams, 
of a very various merit, but containing much 
that is poetical and inspiring, mingled with base 
alloy and unwholesome obscenities. In mod- 
ern days an epigram 5s commonly understood 
to mean a short poem, remarkable for its point, 
wit or elegance, although it Is true that many 
of the neatest epigrams we have are in prose. 
When Sir Henry'Wotton defined an embas'sa- 
dor as "an honest man sent abroad to lie for 
the good of his county," he made as good an 
epigram as the man who wrote: 
•''Treason iloth never prosvor—wlial's tlio rcncon V 
Wliy, when It prospers none dare call It treason." 


• Voltaire was ono day pi-esent at a dinner of 
Jtaxans, where the antiquity of the earth was 
under discussion., lie heard all the arguments 
quietly, and then terminated the dispute by 
this sally : "For my part, gentlemen, I bc-lU-.ve 
the world is like an old coquette who conceals 
her ayo." 


It iisod to be said of the days of'the old rtftl- 


we in Franco, which immediately preceded the 
devolution, that the government was "a des- 
potism, limited by epigrams;" a true descrip- 
tion, if we aro to take the countless caustic say- 
ings which the writers of French memoirs of 
that time have preserved., as evidence. A 
woman of gallantry, of the Court of Louis XVI, 
becoming old, and dangerously ill, sent for her 
confessor, who, on -seeing her, said, "Jfndam, it 
is now time for you to forget your past life, and 
to think on loving God alone." "Alas," replied 
the lady, "at my ago, how can I think of any 
new amours '•"'
